El Paso, Tex.—Acting Assisting Surgeon Alexander reports, Sep- 
tember 5, 1903, as follows: Week ended September 5, 1903. Mexican 
Central passengers inspected, 206; Rio Grande and Pacific passengers 
inspected, 23; Mexican immigrants inspected, 108; special inspection 
of Syrian immigrants, 3; soiled linen imported for laundry, inspected; 
special inspection of travelers from Vera Cruz, Mexico, 2; disin- 
fection of soiled linen imported for laundry, 522 pieces; disinfection 
of baggage of passengers from Vera Cruz; detention of 2 passengers 
from Vera Cruz for two days. 

Laredo, Tex.—Acting Assistant Surgeon Hamilton reports, August 
30, 1903, as follows: 

Week ended August 29, 1903. Number of passenger trains entering 
from Mexico inspected, 14; persons on passenger trains entering from 
Mexico inspected, 575; immigrants inspected, 48; immigrants vacci- 
nated upon entry, 4; 1 person three days out from Vera Cruz refused. 
entry; 22 persons from eight to twelve hours out from Monterey 
detained; supervised disinfection of 7 Pullman sleeping cars. 


Quarantine station established by Mexican authorities on the Mexican 
National Railroad—Detention of passengers. 


LarEepo, TEx., September 5, 1903. 
Str: I have the honor to inform the bureau that a quarantine sta- 
tion has been established 12 miles from the border on the Mexican 
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National Railroad by the Mexican authorities for the purpose of detain- 
ing for five days (complete) all persons from Monterey, Mexico, or 
any place infected with yellow fever. There are no habitations near 
said station and the railroad company have placed two passenger 
coaches on switch for accommodation of persons detained. They also 
have several tents. This has simplified the quarantine situation here 
considerably. 

Since the establishment of said station only one person has passed that 
station—that is, he escaped. We were immediately notified and he 
was in Laredo only a few hours when found and returned to the Mex- 
ican authorities. The through Mexico train (passenger) does not stop 
between Saltillo and Lampazos, 68 miles south of Monterey and 95 
miles north of Monterey, either going north or south, Persons board- 
ing train at Saltillo have United States consular certificates as evidence 
of having been there five or more days. Freight-train crews from 
Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, do not run to Monterey, but receive their 
trains at a station this (north) side of Monterey. 

State Health Officer G. R. Tabor, after visiting Monterey, thought 
it advisable to continue quarantine. He informed me he would send 
an inspector there. I have not learned of any yvellow-fever cases 
originating in Monterey, Mexico.

Diagnosis, suspicious yellow fever; another person urine contains albu- 
min and bile; another urine contains albumin, both jaundice. Is very 
suspicious; have quarantined. State health officer and chief U. 5. 
Army surgeon Department of Texas, will be here to-morrow. Think 
the disease was introduced by person from Victoria, Mexico. Shall 
have a consultation and will advise you of result.

THematuria or hemoglobinurie fever (malaria). 


The following is received from Acting Assistant Surgeon Wilson 
at Santiago, under date of September 5: 

This fever attacks persons who have suffered from several attacks 
of intermittent malarial fever. 

Symptoms.—I\t commences with very heavy chills, which last from 
fifteen to twenty minutes, high fever of 40°, urine colored with hemo- 
globin, then changing to the color of black blood. In many cases the 
first symptom is the hematuria, pain in all the joints, anxiety. At 
the end of six hours, or before in some cases, the patient begins vom- 
iting, at first slightly bilious, later, at the end of twelve hours, chang- 
ing to the color of apiol. The vomiting becomes very difficult to 
control, persisting, in very serious cases, for four days after the 
cessation of the fever. 

About six hours from the commencement of the attack the patient 
begins to assume a yellow color, more or less pronounced, in propor- 
tion to the gravity of the attack, always, however, being more pro- 
nounced than that of the yellow fever. 

The urine presents a great quantity of hemoglobin and when treated 
with heat ont nitric acid precipitates a large quantity of albumin. 

The breathing becomes very labored, affecting all the thoracic and 
abdominal muscles. The hiccough is very frequent. 

The pulse is low, not in proportion to the temperature. The spleen 
grows one-third larger than its usual size; the liver becomes painful 
to pressure; complete stoppage of the urine in fatal cases.

2 microscopic analysis of the blood reveals the micro-organisms of 
malaria. 

Case No. 1.—A. F.; native of Spain; age 33 years; white; single. 
Entered the hospital on the 6th of July, 1903. Temperature 41°, pulse 
160, respiration 46, albumin in the urine when treated with heat and 
nitric acid, presenting a large quantity of hemoglobin, showing a dark 
red color and leaving a large quantity of sediment in the stool; bilious; 
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vomiting; apiol color; unable to retain an iy on stomach; stoppage 
of the urine; great enlargement of the spleen; liver enlarged and very 
inful to pressure. 

Antecedents: Has been suffering frequent attacks of malaria, which 
he treated with Vino Tonico de Wintersmith. On the 4th he noticed 
that his urine presented a reddish color, which he believed to be bile. 
On the 5th hadi another attack of fever, with increased coloration of 
the urine. He then took a double dose of the Vino Tonico. The 
actions of the bowels turned yellow. Early on the morning of the 6th 
had a severe chill, which lasted twenty minutes; severe headache; gid- 
diness; vomiting, green in color; urine of a dark red color, almost 
black, the entire body turning a yellowish green. Entered hospital 
at 9 a. m. 

Administered 150 centigrams of chlorhydrosulphate of quinine hy po- 
dermically; dose of Rivari’s antiemetic; one drop of F woh mar solution 
every two hours. Temperature remained at 40° all day. At 10 p.m. 
administered 1 gram of quinine in the same manner, the temperature 
- descending to 38°. On the morning of the 7th, temperature 36.8°; 
administered a third dose of chlorhydrosulphate of quinine, 1 gram, 
hypodermically; the vomiting increasing. At 11 a. m. had another 
chil temperature 41°, pulse 160, respiration 38. At 12 m. the patient

Case No. 2.—Native of Spain; 24 years of age; white; single. 

Antecedents: Has suffered frequent attacks of malaria. On the 5th 
had a feeling of great depression; at 7 a. m. had a very heavy chill; 

Entered ential tem- 
perature, 40°; pulse, 140; respiration, 26; no vomiting; liver torpid; 
spleen enlarged. 

Administered 1 gram of chlorhydrosulphate of quinine hypodermic. 
ally, temperature remaining the same throughout the day. At 2 p.m. 
temperature descended to 38°, remaining thus until 11 p. m. On the 
morning of the 6th temperature 36.4°; the entire vy turned very 
yellow, as also the stools; urine presented no hemoglobin, but large 
amount of bile. Administered a purgative, two hours afterwards 150) 
centigrams of sulphate of quinine internally. At 2 p. m. temperature 
rose to 38°; urine normal. On the morning of the 7th temperature 
36.8°; administered 1 gram of quinine. Had a good appetite, and con- 
tinued improving until the 10th, when discharged cured. 

This class of fever is becoming more frequent, affecting the natives as 
well as those from foreign countries. Have never seen it attack strong 
persons or those who have not had malaria previously. 


Order relative to treatment of passengers coming from ports infected 
with yellow fever. 


Assistant Surgeon Trotter, at Habana, forwards the following under 
date of Setember 2, 1903: 


{Translation.] 
Republic of Cuba—Department of Government—Superior sanitary board. 


Notice to passengers. 


To the end that the existing sanitary regulations relative to certificates of immunity 
to yellow fever may not, for any motive whatever, be violated through deceit or 
fraud, the superior sanitary board of the island of Cuba have decided to issue the 
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following mandate to the employees of the quarantine service and those persons who 
make voyages of necessity: 

ArticLe 1. During the quarantine season no passenger or member of crew can dis- 
embark from vessels coming from infected ports or those considered suspicious in the 
Gulf of Mexico or any other port where yellow fever is known to exist, until after 
five days have passed since the sailing from the last port, if the vessel pertains to the 
class (considered ) ‘‘not infected;’’ or five days from the time of its arrival in Cuba, 
if the vessel be considered ‘‘infected.”’ 

Art. 2. The exceptions to this will be only those individuals who have been 
inscribed as immunes to yellow fever in the office of the sanitary department of 
Habana, and have been previously identified. 

Art. 3. Those persons, who, in the judgment of the quarantine officer, are immunes 
to yellow fever, will also be exempt from quarantine Totsation. 

Art. 4. The medical officers of the maritime quarantine service who order the 
release of any person in quarantine, will remit a communication to the sanitary 
department of Habana, giving the data and reasons for such action, to the end that 
the individual may be inscribed in the register of immunes. 

Art. 5. Those persons who violate these dispositions will be considered as infractors 
of the sanitary laws.

Fqypt.—Between the 8th and the 14th of August there were regis- 
tered in the whole of Egypt 10 cases of plague (and 8 deaths), viz, in 
Alexandria 8 cases (6 deaths) and in Damiette 2 cases (2 deaths). 

British India.—During the week ended July 25 there were registered 
in the Bombay Presidency 2,715 plague cases (and 1,897 deaths), of 
which 87 cases (74 deaths) occurred in the city of Bombay. Accord- 
ing to this, the plague appears to have steadily increased in the Presi- 
dency since the middle of June, while during the five weeks between 
the 14th of June and the 18th of July the weekly average amounted 
to 1,710 cases and 1,220 deaths. 

Hongkong.—During the period from the 28th of June to the 11th of

eaths). 

Mauritius.—During the period from the 5th of June to the 2d of 
July there occurred on the island 5 cases of plague and 5 deaths. 

British South Africa.—Cape Colony: Between the 19th and 25th of 
July, 1 case of plague occurred’ in East London.

New Caledonia.—According to a report dated August 13, 26 fresh 
cases of plague have occurred in the north of New Caledonia, of which 
18 had a fatal termination.

Turkey. —In the city of Damascus, between the 1st and 9th of Aug- 
ust, there were registered 44 cases of cholera (with 28 deaths). 


Death rate of Berlin. 


The death rate of Berlin for the week ended August 15 was higher 
than it has been since the beginning of June last year, amounting, cal- 
culated upon the year, to 18.3 per thousand of the population, thus 
being considerably higher than the rate for the corresponding week 
of last year, in which it amounted to 14 per thousand. In spite of this 
rise, however, almost two-thirds of the large German cities showed 
less favorable figures than Berlin, the death rate of the following towns 
being considerably higher than that of this city, namely, Stuttgart, 
Dresden, Karlsruhe, Niirnberg, Magdeburg, Socdiom, Konigsberg, 
Stettin, Leipzig, Brunswick, and Cologne, while, on the other hand, the 
following cities had lower rates, viz: Hamburg, Munich, Frankfort- 
on-the-Main, Bremen, Hanover, Charlottenburg (with 17.4), Schéne- 
berg (with 9.7), as well as London, Paris, and Vienna. The increase 
in the number of deaths was mainly among children in the first year 
of life, although there was also a notable increase among the higher 
age classes. The mortality rate among infants rose from 7.2 in the 
foregoing week to 8.5 per year and mille, being thereby one-half the 
rate of Stettin and Danzig, but higher than in Munich and Hamburg. 
Acute diseases of the respiratory organs again showed an increase, 
ee, during this week, 41 deaths. Acute intestinal diseases also 
showed an increase, claiming 207 victims. Eighty persons died of 
cholerine and 75 persons succumbed to phthisis pulmonalis. There 
were also registered 51 deaths from cancer, 2 deaths from diphtheria, 
2 deaths from scarlet fever, and 1 death from measles. There also 
occurred 3 deaths from enteric fever, and 19 persons died by violence.

Assistant Surgeon Moore reports, August 14 and 21, as follows: 
During the week ended August 8, 1903, 7 vessels, having a total 
personnel of 687 crew and 563 passengers, were inspected, 118 steerage 

ssengers were bathed, and 190 pieces of baggage were disinfected. 

uring this period no new cases of plague seem to have developed in 
Yokohama or elsewhere in Japan (excluding Formosa), though the 
usual official statement has not yet been received. Cases of cholera 
and cholerine continue to be reported from several districts in southern 
Japan. No cases of true cholera have recently been reported in this 
vicinity. 

Week ended August 15, 1903, 4 vessels having an aggregate person- 
nel of 337 crew and 621 passengers were inspected, 180 steerage pas- 
sengers and 2 crew were bathed, and 248 pieces of baggage were 
disinfected. 

The report of infectious diseases in this city for the week ended 
Sat 8 includes the following: Enteric fever, 8 cases, 2 deaths: 
diphtheria, 1 case, 1 death; dysentery, 17 cases, 1 death. Similarly 
for the week ended August 15: Enteric fever, 1 case, 1 death; plague, 
1 case, 1 death (reported as doubtful); dysentery, 17 cases, + deaths. 
It will be observed that the plague situation is quiescent and that dys- 
entery is a rather prevalent infection. 

Cholera is reported to have broken out on board the Russian war 
vessel Otvazny at Nagasaki.
